Sometime between the 18th and 20th 
of January John W. Smart was accused 
of setting fire to a hay stack belonging 
to Farmer Cole, 
near 
Monroeville. 
Smart was arrested and has been in jail 
ever since. 
Testerday Sheriff Kelson 
went into Monroe township, summoned 
witnesses and before Judge O'Rourke, 
yesterday afternoon. Smart was acquit- 
ted of the charge of arson, the evidence 
being insufficient. 


Of course Smart appreciated his lib- 
erty and drank considerable liquor to 
celebrate the event. 
In the evening he 
boarded a Pittsburg train and rode to 
Monroeville. 
He was intoxicated, «nd 
it was his fate to linger on the track 
long enough to be run down by a freight 
locomotive and so fearfully mangled that 
he died at 2 o'clock this morning. 


Deputy Coroner Stellhom and Mar- 
shal Meyer went down this morning to 
hold an inquest 


IK)OKS LIKE MtTBOEB. 


Marshal Meyer and Mr. Stellhom re- 
turned home at noon, having gleaned 
information of a decidedly sensational 
character. 


There was quit« a crowd of people 
from Monroeville and vicinity, in the 
city yesterday 
Old Man Cole and his 
son were among them and while the 
party was going to the depot last night. 
Smart was seen to be piteously impress- 
ing on Old Man Cole that he did not 
bum his hay stack. 


They all boarded Pittsburg passenger 
No. 8, and when that train pulled into 
Monroeville the second section of freight 
train No. 70 was steaming up on a para- 
lel track preparatory to following that 
passenger on east. 


It was under the rear portion of the 
train that Smart was mangled. 
His 
lower limbs were crushed and broken, 
his face was bruised and there was a 
gaping scalp wound in the left side of 
his head. 


Smart lived about five hours after the 
accident and was conscious. 
When 
questioned he would reply, "a man with 
a blue cap knocked me from the train 
and I was run over by the freight." 


He made this statement repeatedly 
end stuck to it until the moment he 
died. 


Some people asserted that the Coles 
had threatened Swarfs life if he re- 
turned to Monroeville, and of course this 
fact led to all sorts of rumors and re- 
flections on the Cotes, who live out from 
Monroeville on the ridge road, on the 
Stevenson farm. It was at the instance 
of the elder Cote that Stevenson, of 
Monroeville, was fined by Justice Hays 
for selling liquor to the younger Cole 
last Sunday. 
The Coles do not bear 
good names and a grass widow has been 
keeping house for them. 


Smart was a young man, possibly 
thirty-five years old. 
He came to Mon- 
roeville last summer and worked at odd 
jobs in that neighborhood. 
On the 
charge of burning Cole's hay stack he 
was brought back from Lima, Ohio, and 
lay in jail here until yesterday. 
The 
Coles were angered at his release and 
the end is not yet. 


Smart came from Danville, lU., and 
in his pocket was found a certificate of 
membership in the Danville G. A. R. 
and his comrades have been telegraphed 
to by the Monroeville post. 
It looks 
like a case of murder and must be 
cleared up, even though Smart was in- 
toxicated and a stranger.
